The passing of 
the old playhouse is viewed with keen­ 
est regret in tSah Lake, becasse it 
has been a public institution and a 
vital part of the city’s life tov *>o many 
years. 
Many residents whoso hair is 
mw gray remember tho theater from 
their earliest childhood, sud 
many 
have taken pan in performances there. 
Old as the building is, ft is still 
good for many a season did not the 
plans of rho American Bell Telephone 
and Telegraph company subsidiary 
which has purchased the structure de 
cree otherwise. Huge tree trunks hold 
up the floors and are still ha good con­ 
dition. 
Mailed With Wooden Pins. 
Erected in ail age when iron was 
scarce and what there was in the ter­ 
ritory ‘bad to be hauled by wagon a 
thousand miles across the* plains, the 
building is held together by wooden 
pins. Some credit Hie splendid acous 
tics -off the building to this fact. 
In 
fact, the favorite place for real lovers 
of music to witness the operas which 
have come here has been from the 
gallery. 
In pioneer days it was frequently 
Ute practice to bring a small company 
etf stars—perhaps only one or two 
leading performers. 
The remainder 
of the standard plays produced were 
enacted by local talent. ^Contrary to 
tl>e common attitude of tile churches 
in those days, that of the Mormon 
church was to favor the theater and 
to utilize its appeal to the public as a 
means of advancing higher ideals.

men there were, lie replied that every 
business man iii t Avn was a field man 
for ihe condensery. This appeared to 
be true iii most of the towns we visit­ 
ed. 
The banks generally have made a 
practice < 
loaning money on as many 
cows as he customer already owns. 
These loans have been highly satis­ 
factory- 
None <*f the bankers had 
foreclosed on more than one or two of 
such loans. 
Several of the bankers 
have gone into the dairy business on 
a 50-50 basis with their tenants. 
The 
banker furnishes the «*ows and pays 
for half the purchased feed and the 
tenant takes care of the cows; the 
milk -checks are divided 50-50. 
This 
has proven profitable in every in­ 
stance for both landlord and tenant. 
Further cooperation was given in 
every town by the business men gen­ 
erally in taking a cow census and get­ 
tin g -all necessary data for the pros­ 
pective milk plant.
